They 
virtually forbid the llockninsters lo cart- 
fur their own mural and intellectual cul- 
tivation, and enjoin them to rivet their 
anxieiic* uj) ni the rapid acquisition of 
weatth. The leoure upon which landii 
are occupied, generates a restlessness of 
mind, a fevertsh impatience Lo seize the 
fleeting advantages of the passing 
moment, which unfits the occupants 
fur the tranquil habits of lelltrd 
life. They feci that lliey have no firm 
fooling— no resting place in the ivildi<r- 
ne.s— no Jiame. Tliey arc lliere by siif- 
fer.-iuce. (lnmlile as is the roof that 
covers them, they may lu-morruw be 
driven front its shelter. Is it not perfectly 
natural thai, under such circumstances, 
they should discard all considerations 
which do not directly and advantageously 
bear upon their jiecuniary profits ? The 
proverb comei home to them with power, 
"Make hay while the sun shines." The 
aun of their prosperity beams ti lth a lus- 
tre which may lie quenched in a moment. 
A despatch from Downing-streel , a notifi- 
cation in the Gnjeffe, may cover it with 
chimin black as Erebus. 

The ohviotw remedy fur alt these evils, 
is to concede to l)ir licensed graziers iSe 
main jxnnt Ihey contend fur — a timd 
tenure in the soil. Uive them this, and 
their minds will gradually settle down to 
calm reflection on those higher duties, and 
interest* to which they have mm no in- 
ducements to altetid. Convert their li- 
cences into ficrhold grama, and Ihey nil] 
become domesticated. The endearments 
Of home will refine as w ell as cheer. They 
wilt desire the blessings of education for 
their children, aud of religutui instruction 
for their whole fstuliliahuieuls Where 
there is a will there is a way. Neither 
money, subscriptions, nor endowments itt 
land, would then trewtsnltug for Ihe intro- 
duction into their urigltbourhootlt of 
schools and achou hunt-ten, churches aad 
ministers. 

The indisposition to provide for these 
purposes is not peculiar to the licensees ; 
it eiiiti even with the fjuvernment. 
Though the Crown possesses milliuntupou 
million* of arrrs beyond the boundaries, 
1 he Kxecntire will nut bestow a single rood 
for school. house or chapel 1 lu vain have 
they been importuned by the HiiHur or 
Ai-fmi.ic fur a natch of land here, or a 
patch of land there, fur the spiritual uses 
of the public ; no, not an inch could be 
bestowed' The Right Reverend FRiuTit.it 
it true, haa lately laid the foundation of 
an humble edifice for public worship on 
this forbidden ground ; but he has done 
so at a feature : and at a venture have the 
neighbours suliscribed Inwards the praiar- 
worthy undertaking.

there in his proper turn, soma eighteen 
or ninoteon name* iittersening : but witness 
could not state of hi* own knowledge ho* thia 
occutrod : he imagined, however, that it had 
ari.cn from (hi* lentdeman's name having been 
•ubslltuted tor that of C'*plain HoUingwortli. 

Mt. Ueotge Miller was then called, wbo 
slated that he know Captain Hollingworlli, 
snd believed him still to reside at the 
Surry Hills, at mentioned in lhe jury 
bonk ; was not aware that Captain Hollin^- 
worih hnd left Sydney of lale for any periud, 
having tet-n and spoken to him two or three 
times within the lsat eight days. Two or three 
wrekt ago Captain Hulling wotth was at wit< 
nets'* office, 

Thia closed the Case in support .if the thai. 
Ion ire. 

The SoLiciTOB-OaxBu.iL said, that hia 
learned friend i.ta tlic other side hud set out by 
announcing the frobabllity lhat he (Lhe Srrli- 
citor-Ucncrn]; would say enough for them 
both ; and no doubt, with the kind of case he 
had, that gentleman had exercised a wise dis- 
cretion in saying as little as possible : for the 
challenge filed by hit learned (rieud was not 
one which went to part of the jury only, but one 
whioh would set eiide the whole panel, nnd 
would be the mean* of occasioning great dclsy ; 
and in order to bring this about, it was (nr the 
other side to make oul that the Sheriff had ao 
fsi disgrafed himself by partiality, as In leave 
doubt, of the Jury telurned by him being 
sulHcient to ensure * fair ttiil. IL ibis waa 
found, the ncjtt rWre would have lo be iaaued 
lo the Coroner, as themcje fact of the Hfir-tilf 
having been deemed guilty «f tuch a partiality, 
would bo aiiUitii'nl to incapacitate liim from 
summoning ajnry Again. The case, hnwcvcT, 
having now been brouirHt under the contidern- 
lion uf the Cm in, mid of tho gentlemen selected 
to try it, they would be enabled at once 
to see that there wat nothing in it whereon 
to found a belief thai anything approaching lu 
a breach of good Iniihhed been dune by the 
Sheriff in the summoning ol thia jury, ot that 
any grounds existed for supposing liim unlit to 
be trusted with the duty again, The learned 
gentleman then proceeded to quote from Arch- 
bold, relative the natoie and effect of challenges, 
and Hrtieuhu-lrof challenge* uf the amy, to 
which Latter claa* (he ■latod} the present one 
belonged, tcing a challenge which had for ita 
groundwork the aliened default of the officer 
upon whom tho duty of summoninjr, the jury 
devolved. So far, however, as the evidence went, 
he would ask, wrrether thure were the slightest 
proof that lhe oitii««inn of litest; five gentlemen 
who appeared not to have been lumruntied, had 
resulted from a feeling of partiality, or indeed 
from anything else than the conscienriou, dis- 
charge o I that duly which the SheiitTii.d to 
perform } As he liati before said, it rested 
upon the other side to prove lhe oii«tonte 
ol thsl piUlinlity which was made the 
groundwork of the present challenge; but 
Instead of this, the reasons which had 
been assigned for not suntmaiiiiig these 
gentlemen were all of them raost proper ones, 
and it appeared, indeed, that one of these gen. 
llcmrn alleged to have been unfairly omitted 
was exempted by rrgc from tervingonjuriesataLL. 
In the case of tho Am./ v. iiV i/mnr/. reptuii.il in 
4 Kniwrrary and .drWrrv/a, a qucaiiijiL arose at 
to whether a gentleman, who, ulthough repeat- 
cdly summoned ax a juror, had, from indisposi- 
tion, neveT attended, ought or ought nrt lo have 
been summoned, and it wss expressly decided 
by Abbott, C. J,, that the omission to summon 
such a person could not in anywise prejudice 
the defcudsnt's case, and was tharefom imm*. 
ferial. That waa a eaaa which waa almost 
parallel with that of Captain liollinworLh, tod 
showed that iooaniltiRg him the (iheriff bad 
dene no more than was authorised by law: fin if 
he had attended, there wss no doubt that he 
would have readily availed himtelf In a cia* 
like the present of the exemption from duty 
which bis age would afford. He doubted not, 
the, fiur*. that thi* ehallsngc would prove 
wholly wetfeetual ; and regarding it at an at- 
tempt at delay, unsupported by sny tangible 

S rounds, he should not attempt to call any *vt- 
enoe in reply to that which ihey h*d already 
heard, 

Hit Hoaoa, in addressing the gentlemen ta- 
lented to try th* points placed in issue by tha 
challenge, tilted that the question for their de- 
termination waa, whether the rive individual* 
Whose names they had hesrd Wets properly or 
improperly omitted la the process by the sheriff ■, 
and whether or not tlte names of live other in- 
dividuals were, tn the same process, improperly 
returned by that officer. The challenge of the 
stray waa, m had been truly stated, an objec- 
tion which went to the whole panel : far it wna 
an objection to the Sheriffs dcnliug, whereby 
tisaion of ccitnin names front the pom I, 
It waa allcijc-d ought to hsv* bom to- 
, snd the insertion nf rcrtnin othen 
which It wa* alleged ought not lu have been re- 
turned, were made the ground of s rioubt s* to 
how far the tin]] en get under such circumstance* 
would be likely tn have a fair snd Impartial 
(rial. There wore two points, thrreOire. which 
must be drterm intra : First, whether lite 
omission of the name* had been made unfairly 
and improperly ; and, secondly, whether other 
names had been Improperly substituted for 



them, PremthenireDecuiT.rnceofthiaape*ies 
of chslienge, slid the difference ot eircurn- 
ttinces, there was no CMC in the books which 
wa* uu til four* wilh the present one, u a 
guide lo the present inquiry ; but in deter- 
mining whether the Sheriff had acted pnnierly 
oriinprnpcrlv. they must look principally at 
the nature of the duty he wss directed to jier- 
form The duly was lo sutniuoil a jury fur the 
trial of the cause at issue between the plaintiff 
and tbe defendant, but to avoid summoning 
any that were ** of kin" to either of thote | attics. 
11* wat of opinion that ley thia restriction the 
Sheriff waa ptohihited from summoning til par- 
ties but thote who stood in a situation Of perfect 
indiffereno* toward* either the plaintiff or 
detcndsni, and who would theiefarc lie likely 
to try the causa at issue without entertain- 
ing any feeling. t,f partiality- It wa. true 
ihat the word* "of kin" waa the uoly ne- 
tr etion precisely expressed In lhe writ of 
renir* , but the form of liitee miiis was 
very ancient, and bad remained unaltered, 
while jniot stock laiiijiauies were ril modem 
growth i and il wax reasonable tu prcume that 
the words M of kin" mittht. at li>*lici led thtate 
1 companies, be construed in the husoi it ha bad 
' olraady drrscrlbesl It wa* s matter beyond 
■ duubt, that tirs names had bwn -jinklcd in the 
j return ; hut it was fal thj gcntlciucu he waa 
* how rsddrsseocg tu aay whether this liaj In en 
! don* improperly, and "to ('-■tm auopii.uit u|roo 
1 ti,ir evidence- which had tiecii given upon this 
' point. In Ihe J resent car* the onus us proving 
the tmpropneiy tell uonn the clialh ngtr, and 
tlte Slurxiff wax not obliged to pti. lm c cvl- 
dsmce to otdoB to rebut lhe ohaigc wlnoh had 



been made against hirt : foril wit a principle of 
law, that where a public officer had a particular 
duty to perform, he should be presumed to hava 
done it pTopeily until the contrary was shown. 
Thus, as it wss incumbent upon s clergyman! to 
" read himself In," as it wax termed, he would 
be assumed to have- performed this duty until 
th* contrary waa proved, In conclusion, he 
wi.itld request them to take into consideration 
what had been urged hy the learned counsel ; 
and coupling the remarks of Ihosc gentlemen 
with their own olmeivaiioiu upon the circum- 
stance, of the ca*e, and lhe remarks he (ihr 
Judge) had just addressed to litem, lo And tuch 
a verdict upon the points in question t* to them 
should seem best. 

Messrs. Thncker and Silliloe then retired. 

Mr- Win rot ran remarked (after those 
gentlemen had Left the Court) that he 
thought il right to point out th* ab- 
tence of any particular icference in hi* 
fthe Judge'aJ addreas to the position of Kellie's 
nsme in th* return, snd also to state that he 
did net conceive the partiality of the Sheriff 
to Lie s matter in question at alf. 

Hit HuNi.a said, that he toll bound to leave 
the quetli in in the manner he hid already 
done, and liuci referred generally to the dicum- 
tunces of the caae ; but had no objection to 
call the atteniion of the gcnlicm.eu who had 
just retired to tho clrcurailanrrs tpoken of by 
Mr. Windeycr. if the latter desired il. 

Mr, WiNirBVRn aatd, that he did notconeelve 
it neceaaary . but ho thought it due to hia 
Honor to offui the remarks he had dime. 

Messrs, Thicker and Sillitoe, after an nh- 
•encc of about ten minute., returned with a 
verdict that tho Sheriff did not improperly 
omit to aummon the flva partiea mentioned, 
and that tbe name, of lhe other five were 
pmnetly substituted. 

The following Jury wot then impanelled.

In 
litis case he saw that the Uank of Auslralasis 
wa* plruntiff, and Mr, T. (], Breillat, as 
Ciriirtnan of llie Hank of Australia, thenorninol 
defendant, There were various counta inthe 
infurmntion ; the 11 rat waa, to recover the 
amount ol a piomitsnry note made payable in 
three month*, bv Joseph Hyde l'otis, on the 
Tih April, liiiH, for i,uv< 12s,, indorsed 
by him to tho Hank of Australia, and subte- 
qmmlly indomtd by lh» Hank of Australia to 
the Lltnk of Australasia ; the bill wu not p-LUtl 
wlkpn dut t aTid nut.ee> uf diaihiiDoiiT wu rLren Ed 
ii.-- E.mjiIl ■■: AiNi.iu.i. Til* h. , ..i, ; j c,,.t-, 1

Was not paid when it became due, and still 
remained unpaid; notice of dishonour bid 
been given to the liank of Australia. The 
third count was for a promissory note for 
£H4,(HI(|, made by James Norton, ** Chairmen 
of th* Dank of Australia, on the 3Ulh October, 
t«4S, in favour of (he Hank of AuatraJaais, 
payable on dumnnJ, Payment had been de- 
manded, but the mite remained unpaid. The 
fourth count waa Lur money lent : the fifth, 
for money paid to the defeiidim for pl.iinlitf a 
use , the ajxth count, for interest ; arid the 
seventh, for money due on tkceiiriut stated, 
J i'ii Llie first eouut the defendant pleaded 
tlmt the Company did not indoraci thai 
tho mil* had not been picscntird (or 
payment when due, snd (hut due notice 
of dishonour had not been given ; the same 
with respect to the second count, and issue 
was joined. To the third cour.t for tlte note 
for eUl.lWO, the defendant pleaded that the 
Company did not nuke the nolo. To the re- 
sidue of the declawtion tho defendant had 
pleaded that there waa no pmmite : and to tbe 
common count that a large sum erf money had 
been paid hy defendant to pit inn If in full aa- 
tiafaotion, al»o muticy received by the plaintiff 
to the u*e of the defendant, and inoticy due on 
■n account slsfed. The tatmcnt ot tuaney by 
the .:. s :r*u.t wis inverted, tnd Llie set. off 
denied, and isauo juined. 

Tne SoLieiTOB-OxMuiuL said, that the Jury- 
had now heicrd the pleadings which had been 
opened by his friend Mr. Ilioadliurst, and tliey 
wrru Id he reel are lll.TPf.re 1 1 r ihe Brest inip'if- 
latice of the ease which 1hey were now about 
lo try. ao (aran it was tendered itmicittaiit on 
account ol the large amount involved in the 
result They uuuld have been made nwaic 
ft'imothci sources of the importance of the 
case , il was, a* bad been stated clsewht-rc, the 
most important that hsd ever been brought for- 
ward in tliit country, not only on sLcntint of 
Iho amount, but alto from the influence which 
the result ol this ttijd would Imve upon the 
commercial character of this country ih the 
lllinda of Comoincial men throughout the 
world lhe esse was of such a nature thai they 
(the Jury) hsd. doubtless, beard much talk 
of It out of ilnors 1 nor were ihey lo be 
blamed, far probably tliey could not avoid In Br- 
ing much about it ; especially when it ct* re- 
eoHocted how deeply tho fortune* of mttny 
members of the community were concerned in 
the result- He felt that it wax impossible that 
persons could bnve come into the Court with- 
out tome preconceived notions respecting ti.e 
cite.— notions which ho must believe alto were 
unfavourtble to those whom lie rejireaentcd 
this day, not because he thought then would 
exist tho slightest disposition on the part of the 
t Jury to countenance any injustice, or lo deal 
with th* ease Otherwise than in accordance 
with tho evidence they were by their oath 
h-iund to do, but because statements had lieeu 
industriously set (orlhby th* opposite side from 
time to time, atatement* calculated to mislead 
the public mind, to deceive; whilst those whom 
he represented had preserved a total aiionce, 
thus pursuing ■ course much mere consistent 
with, and likely to advance the end* uf justice, 
than tint which had been pursued by their 
oipnnenla. H* should thow them that the 
statemcnL* which had been to put forth were 
utterly unfounded— tome of them wilfully 
incorrect; he should thow that they were 
direc tly contrary lo fact L they coold only hnvc 
been circulated wiLh a view to mislead, to pre, 
possess the mind of the publio *K*inst ihe esse 
of the plaintiff. He should not impute blame 
to any Juror that his mind should st this 
moment t». so prepossessed ; fir although 
tile slclements to which he referred were 
professedly only addresses to * small 
portion of tho community, those immediately 
Interested it was scarcely groaaiblc but ill at they 
hail is teen, and talked of, and oven dis- 
cussed hy others who might perchance be sun 
■mined as jurors to try tho case lie fell nn 
doubt whatever as to the result of the trial, as 
tho evidence was now before him: but had he 
thought that he needed any ndrenlitiau* aid, 
he should rather have rejoined thin otherwise 
that these statement* had been put fotth by the 
Opposite side, as he felt that, when their LrdsiLy 
was exposed, tho effect would be. to excite an 
honest indiguetion in the minds of the Jury, 
that could only be favourable to the eauae nf 
those for whom he now appeared. The subject 
of Ifaa pre«enl action, ss bad been staled hy 
Mr. Uroadbiust, was, tirst, a promissory note 
far 4. ,is» li*., made hy 1. II. Polls in 
liivour of the Dunk of Ausiml'a, and in- 
dorsed hy the U*uk of Australia to tho 
Jiatik of Auattalaain ; tecond, for anulhet pro- 
missory note for i. JS.it lit, 1 lid . made by oue 
Lawson in favour of J. E. Manning— iodorsetl 
by him to thi llenk of Ausitalia, and by thai 
llank to the Uank nf Australasia ; third, for a 
prnmistnry nolo in favour of the Italia, of Aus- 
tralasia, tnide hy the Chairman of the liank of 
Australia, for £l5t,u0u. With respect to the 
two first, lhe defendants hod hod recourse to 
evety pie* which could create trouble oi diffi- 
culty lo the plaintiff: the making wa* denied i 
'r wss pleaded that Ihey had not been presented 
tor payment when doe ; that due notice ol dlt- 
hc4tvu* had not been gi'cn, On ail these 
IKiims, however, the evidence ivhith lie 
• houlil lie able to place Urlurv lltu Jury 
vinutd he so clear as nut lu admit of uny 
duuirt. Wkh respect ui Lb* note for £ lij.iuru, 
which was tbe main sui.jeel of tbe ptewnt at- 
lion, the only plea now ™ record was, thit tha 
J.lanli of Australia did not make the note i It 
had been lufioej'ly pleaded tJi uddiLon that the 
i',,le had bi-.-n ui rial ti til by Itieuit, iindthnf tlir-re 
we., no sulttcitlit conhidcralerni cjven tu tha 
tTrsirman of the i : id. of Austrielia fot the up$r.

The 
defendants knew Lhst these two last pleas 
could not be supported, and they had not 
attempted to do so, and consequently on 
demurrer tliey hurl been disallowed ; there 
remained now therefore only one pica— that the 
Uonk of Autllalia did riot make) Lhe note— and 
the only unnrjon for the Jury, arising on thit 
plea, would be, whether thetnahiiiK nf the note 
by Mr. Morton, as Chainnon ut the lisnk of 
Auttralis. was, or was liol. n making by tlte 
Uank i whether tho signature of Mr, Nation 
as Chairman, far and on account of th* llJlik, 
did, ot did sot, bind the proprielim, and 
accordingly a* the Jury determini-J this ques- 
tion, they would return their verdict. With 
respect to the other counts for money lent, and 
for money do..- on sceuuoi statcdi it would not 
have been necessary to liave put litem on the 
pleadings, nor lo have gone into general uvidence 
in support of Ihtrra, were it not that, as he had 
before stated, attempt* hid been mad* to mis- 
lead the public, the plaintiff had to go into 
everv cir«u instance, lhe most luiuULc, con- 
nected wilh the trantac Lions, and to lay tho 
whole and perfect tmth before tho Jury (or 
Ihelr decision, lie entertained no doulil ri* tn 
lhe result, th* quesliont they hsd to try were 
questions of husiness, snd he should therefore 
detain thorn only while he stated as hriedy ss 
might be those circumstance* which it wss 
iieeersury tn detail in order lo elucidate 
the esse which he wat prepared to lay 
before them- The broad facia uf the case 
were simple : before auiing thorn, however, 
he would urge upon th* Jury the importance 
of hearing; constantly in 'mind the bioad facts 
and the leading fe si ores of the case, in order 
that they might be enabled lo reveri in them 
for their 'guidance when cabarrused hy iho in. 
Lricaeies of evidence, or by irrelevant mai- 
ler., which ho liad no douhl ihey would be led 
into in th* hop* of diverting their otLention 
from th* real tacts of lhe esse. The esse which 
ihey Were now to try would probably be a long- 



one ; the defendants, like il; big iiieri. woutel 
catch st every straw ; and, consequently, Ihey 
might expect considerable complication, lie 
turkect thein then to lake tho hrutid facta —the 
leading featu es of tho ease as their guide in 
their cFrnaideration — their rule in criming to 
their decision. Fie assumed, of course, that 
he should he ahlu lu prove the tfise which 
lie wis about Lo state ; but if lie f.nleeL 
to support my of the broad fact* which he 
should sttte; if he rliii nut prove these lo the 
satisfaction of the Jury, then let Ihim dia mist 
them from their consideration. If he did es- 
tablish Ihrm, then, is he had he-lore said, he 
entreated tbetn to take them t. their guide if 
any attempt were made to mislead them. The 
facts of the esse were these ! The ltank of Aus- 
tralia was CBlalilished many years ago ; and on 
the occasion of on increase of lit capital in lo^3, 
s new der d of partnerahip wa* entered into by 
the aharcholjlert, and they became n body fur 
the purpose of carrying on (lie ordinary 
business of banking ; and they continued 
tn carry on that hutlnett until 1943 ; for 
s considerable period they were eminently 
tucccxiful. declaring large dividends of protllt; 
on one occasion, he wat informed, as ninth as 
22 per cent, on the uupilsl invested. About 
the year 1810, however, — »a all were sorrow- 
folly aware,-- the circumstances of the colo- 
ny become inaterinlly altered ; property of 
every description was depreciated in vn]uc, 
and the securities held by the bank filtered 
like., all others. At this time the Honk of Aus- 
tralia wa* involved lo s tninus amount on 
account of Messrs, Hughes and Honking ; 
these gentlemen hsd overdrawn their essh 
account nt the Hank aome £ijO,iJ(!0, snd Ihe 
Uank wss Liable jot cheques. indurseniy|ls, snrl 
in other ways for £140,000 mole, thus making 
lhe liability fur ibesa gentlemen OIHI.MII. 
Beside* this, th* llank wu liable far its uwn 
notes in circulation, cash deposit*, and deposit* 
Wing interest, to the extent ot CtlS^OQ 
more, which might have been demanded 
over tha counter In a single day, snd the 
liank not being picpured to meet such demand, 
would have bvin compelled to stop. It might 
bo that the liirvctors. to whom the ] ropriei ire 
uf the flank entru.ied the nuntgement of their 
concerns, had acted imprudently, that thty bad 
not properly cared for the interests of thoac 
whom tliey reiirc.criic.li but wiLh this the pro. 
scut case hut nothing lu do. The llank or 
Yiij-lraliu brenne hiiJivud in creed dillii ulii.s, 
mill was ohligrd lo ripply in the Exnk of Aus- 
Irslssiator aasisLanr'e lo eiorbte it tn meet its 
nolo and other cutreni liehrtiUisi, On the 
21st February, ]rn,t 4 a atatcnieut of the slTnirs 
erf the Hank of Austral ia waa nlsced before 
the Uank of Auslralasie, and frirm thia it 
npjuiircd ihut the Hank of Australia was 
liable to the public, at nnv moment, lo the 
client nf £1IS,1UHI, in addition tn the r-ums 
for which it has rendered iLsell hat.le for 
Hughes and Hosking | £4'J,nrHI of which were 
itcceptanccs by the llank of Australia in tbe 
possession of the llank of Australasia, betuic 
nny application was. made fot assistance, and 
for which the Uank of Australia was at the 
ime liable. A loan of Ll.io.riuii was uego- 
riBted nnd agreed upon, and thus the Uank uf 
Australia win enabled I,, o ; rid of a large 
number of creditors, who might have toed in 
nil directions, and i,, exchange have only one 
creditor charging the current rale of interest 
on the loan ao granted. The llank of Aus- 
tralia received £lCB,0Du Ln cash, and their ac- 
ceplaneea to the amount of £*i,0M, (or which 
they hsd rendered themselves liable on account 
of Hughes and Husking. Theie was no doubt 
that the llank of Australaaiatlid not make this 
advance altogether without a reeard la its own 
interests; for it was represented that unless so 
assisted the Hank of Australia mutt foil, and 
the greatest rmburrasament must hsvs been en- 
tailed, nnd Ihe liank of Australasia would have 
Buffered with others, Th* advance it was 
agreed nhould be made on Iho security of the 
bills of the Cashier of the Bank of Ant Italia, at 
(lire* months' date, and subject lo rrnewal ; 
tnd •utxcequenlly an express authority wxa 
given to iha i;h*liman to give bill, or other se- 
curities on behalf of the bank. During tho 
time Unit lhe negotiation for lie loan wss 
ponding, variuu. advance* were made hv Ibe 
liank of Ansowlssisio tho Hank of Australia ; 
at one time £5(100 in gold was suit in 
order, to prevent the bank Irona being 
stopped by a auddtn run winch look place . 
al u'.her time* notes un the llank uf Australasia, 
ware advancer!. After lhe loan had been for. 
tnsfly oereod irpnn the amount a a* very aoon 
nhsoibod. Meetings of the proprietors of the 
if Ink of Auttrjlia were nolo uL vurioua periods 
subsequently ; hut there was nothing at these 
meetings of the repudiation now attempted ; on 
tha Wth Mml. t»i . on the 10th May, atthu 
half-yearly meeting in July, and at a special 
Euieril mealing called in Ihe Septamhc-r i. I- 
lowiiig. tjiero was nothing said about repudix- 
limr. In the month of Oertober * sy reps] meet- 
lag wss ag on eslled, snd the prnprielarj le- 
eenvmended the appoinunent uf u woi king- 
board , and a new board of directors was 
chosen, and a woiking.husjrd appointed ; and 
these applied lo ihe Hank of Australasia 
for twelve months further time, and for a fur- 
ther advance o( £l«,0iioto nieavt prctainglu- 
biliiiet.
